by talung heed thereto, according to thy Word, Burt who is 
it in this day, tzketh heed to his way, In wearing long hair, 
the ſhame to Nature ? Or what Congregation taketh any 
heed hereunto, according ro Gods Ward, to ſee this diſor- 
in Nature reformed among them ? If the breach of Gods or- 
der had nor been a Sin in Men's wearing long hair, the Church 
at Corinth had not been reproved. Bur foraſmuch as it was 
then, ſo ?tis now become a Church: Sin ;; Therefore we are 
taught, if the Congregation commit a Sin, they muſt bring 
their Offering, as *tis written, If the whole Congregation of 
Iſrael fin through Ignorance, and the thing be hid from the Eyes 
cf the Aſſembly, and they have done ſomewhat againſt any of the

have Communion with that Church, that lveth but in the 
breach of ſome One Commandment of the Lord. unleſs they 
repent and forſake the Evil? For was not the whols Congre- 
gation puniſh'd for Achans Sin, when the Congregation wzs 
ignorant thereof ? But what Wrath may be expected on 
that Congregation that knowingly---Iliveth in the b:czch, not

of one, but of three Commands of God that forbiddeth Man 
in this particular thing, that Men and- Women ſhovld nor 
break his holy Order in Nature : The firſt js the Moral Law, 
the Law written in every Man and Womans heart, teachirg 
them that they ought,and may not do any act or thing that ts 
againſt Nature ; but according to the light in Nature, and 
Poctrine of the Apoſtle Parl, for a Man to have, that is, to 
wear long hair, It is a ſhame to him,ſo a breach of the Morat 
Law. Secondly, That Law is broken that faith a Man ſhall 
not put on a Womans Garment; that is, any covering» that 
is Womens natural covering : But long hair is Womens na- 
tural covering ; therefore that Man that weareth Womans 
hair on his head, weareth Womens natural covering » and ſo 
liveth in the breach of this Law alſo. Thirdly, a third Law 
is, Man ſhall not ſuffer his locks to grow long ; and whar is 
meant by long hair forbidden Man to wear , hath afore been E*% 44- 
fhewed, when it can be made to ſerve to perform the end, to ©” 

wit, the end in theſign God gave in Nature, Women long hair, 

namely, for a covering to cover her Eye, to teach her ſubje- 

tion to Man, whoſe glory ſhe is ; ſo is he to her by that ſign 

2 covering to her Eyes. 

Now then where can it he ſhewed, that God when he called 
his People out from the World, that he accepted them into 
the Covenant of Grace with himſelf, until they were by Re- 
pentance cleanſed from all filthineſs of Fleſh and Spitit; that , c,, - ;; 
15, error in Faith, falſe Worſhip, and diſorder in Nature : 
which is the next thing in order to be conſidered. 

We read , when God called his People out of Egypt , they 
were tO be cleanſed from the Idols of Egypr, and all the diſor- 
der in Nature they. had learned among them, before they were 
joyn'd to the Lord ; becauſe the Lord is holy, and therefore 
they were required to be holy in all manner of Converſation. 
Now being cleanſed from all filthineſs of Fleſh and Spirit, hear 
what the Lord ſaid concerning them (after they were degene- Exoa.19 5 
rated) to put them in'mind what a holy People they were, 
when they entered intothe Covenant of Grace with the Lord; 
as *tis written, 1 remember thee, the kindneſs of thy youth , the 
love of thine E ſpouſal, When thou wenteſi after me inthe Wil Ter. 2.1,2, 
derneſs,\lirael was holineſs ro the Lord; a holy Nation, a pecu- 
liar Treaſureto the Lord. The manner of this Marriage-

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Covenant was, 1ton haft avonched this day the Lord to be thy 
God,and to walk, in his ways,and to keep his Statutes,and his Com- 
manaments & Judgments, to hearkents his voice.

- as the Lord commanded them, ſaying , Awoman ſhall ror wear 
that mhich pertaineth to man ; neither ſhall a man put en nomans 

garment ; for all that do ſo, are an abommation to the Lord. 

Now will not the People of God in this day conſider this, 
That whatſoever Man or Woman that liveth in the breach of 
Gods Order in Nature, evenin the things they wear, they are 
abomination to the Lord. What then is Woman forbidden 
co wear, to wit, that pertaineth to Man, but that which na- 
turally pertaineth toMan ? And what more naturally pertain- 
ethta Man, but ſhort hair? becauſe even Nature lt ſelf teach- 
&th, If a man have leng hair, it is a ſhame to him, &c, andthat 
"tis cloſely taught by the Apoſtle, that *tis a ſhame for a Wo- 
manto be ſhornor ſhaven ; as *is written , If zt be a ſhame fer 
| Cor. 11, © Woman to be ſhorn or ſhaven, let her be coverd again: Likewiſe _ 
6. a Man ſhall not put on a Womans garment ; that is, whatſo- 
ever is Womans natural covering : but long hair is given to 
Woman for her natural covering, ; therefore long hair iscal- 
». 15, Ied Womans glory, but Mans ſhame. By all which *ris clear, 
That that Woman that cutteth her hair, ſhorn or polled, like 
as Man is to wear his hair, as before ſhew?d; and that Man 
that does ſuffer his locks to grow long , according to what 
afore hath been prov*'d in long hair, and that even Nature it 
{elf teacheth what is long hair; or that Man that weareth on 
his head the long hair of Woman, cut from Womens head, do 
Ityc in no leſs-fin than that they have againſt Gods Order in 
Nature,

Now ſhall any Chriſtian Man and Woman, thar is put in 
mind , what God in his written word, hath in theſe things 
warn'd them of not to err; leſt they incur to themſelves Gods 
fore diſpleaſure? Or ſhall Chriſtians account it alight thing, 
to live In the known breach of Gods Law : yea, not only this Phoete: 22, 
Law, but the Moral Law written in every Mans heart z which 5, 
teacheth Man that he ſhail nor do any act or thing thar is a- 
£2inſt Nature, as aforeſaid : Bur *cis againſt Nature for any 
Chriſtian Man to near long hair, in ſuffering his own locks to 
grow long, as aforeſaid ; how much more is it againſt Nature, 
fora Man to wear on his head the long locks of Women , 
Womans natural covering > Womans glory, Womans badge 
and fign of Womans ſubjettion to Man her Husband ; a pra- 
tice never ſuffered in any true Church of God , becauſe ?cis i 
fin ofa high nature ; for., as aforeſaid, ſhort hair pertainerh 
to Man, and long hair pertaineth to Woman, Now for a 
Woman to cut her hair ſhort or ſhorn;ſhort by her cars,and on 
her forehead 3 and for a Man to cover his head with that lony 
hair, Womans covering, Is clearly, as aforeſaid, to change 
the natural uſe, into that which is againſt Nature. How can 
theſe, be accounted the true Church of God, that know not 
Gods Order in Nature ? If they do know it, then tis nigh to p,,; ,,. 
the ſin of preſumption , to live knowingly in the breach of 13. 
Gods Order in Nature: How can ſuch have any grounds to 2 Per. 2. 
believe they can beaccepted of the Lord in his fervice, ſeeing !? 
the Lord will be ſanCtified in all that draw near unto him, in un £ 
keeping his holy Order in Nature, as his Order in his Wor- gl 19. 
ſhip ; and that the perſon muſt firſt be accepted of God, before 2 Tim.21. | 
his Offering or Service can be, as Veſſels ſanified, prepared | 
fir for the Maſter the Lord Jeſus Chriſts uſe, in his ſervice. 

To add hereunto that which Mr. Henry Ainſworth hath 
noted out of the Hcbrew Writers, on theſe Words: A 
Woman (hall not wear that which pertaineth to man; among 
other things they ſay, A Woman may not put on a Mans Or- 
nament , or 10 poll her head like a Man; and a Manthat putteth 
on a Womans Aitire , and a Woman that puttethoa a Mans, is 
G4 to 
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to bz benten by the Mrgiſtrate. To which he alſo pgveth his 
underſtanding of this Precept, ſaying it concerneth naturel 
honeſty and tcemiineſs, which hath perpernal Equity ; his 
Proof is 2 Cor. 11. 4,5, 6, 14) Kc. It was given to prevent 
many evils that may ariſe ; ſo tifat the Attire of the Body, 
ſignifteth the Ornament of the Mind, P/al. 132.9, 16. Rev. 3. 
13. Solhien ſhould not change their Natures to become effe- 
minate, as the Egyptians and Babylonians, threatned to be like 
Women, 1/i. 19. 16. Fer. 50. 32. & 5.30. 

Secondly, Again, when the Lord after ſeventy ycars Cap- 
tivity, called his Pcople out of Babylon to build his Temple, 
before the Lord would accept of them into Covenant with 
himſelf, and to eat of the Paſlover, they with all other thar 
came with them, muſt ſeparate them{clves from all filthineſs 
of the Heathen of the Land :. And among the many filthi- 
neſſes of the Heathen, which the Prieſt as well as Others were 
defiled, was long hair. Now becauſe the Prieſts work was to 
teach the Lords People the difference between the Holy and 
Prophane , and cauſe them to diſcern between the Unclean 
and the Clean ; and this they could not do, until themſelves 
were cleanſed from the ſame,namely from long hair,the ſhame 
to Mans Nature; and therefore the Command came firſt to 
them, namely to the Prieſt ; as*tis written, Nezthe; ſhall they 
ſhave their heads, nor ſuffer their locks to grow long ; they fhall 
only poll their heads. | ; 

Now why the Prieſt might not ſhave their head , becayſe 
that was commanded to the Nazarite and Lepers only, in their 
Cleanſings, as a Ceremonial Rite, now ended by Chriſt : nor 
might they ſuffer their jocks to grow long, becauſe that was 
an cff:minate badge, a ſhame to Mans Nature to wear ; and 
21ſo in ſuch Men as were born NVazarzes, a ſign or figure for 
the timeof their lires only ; ſo that they muſt only poll their 
heads; and this is natural » agreeable to Gods Order in 
Nature, and agreeable in ſence with the word Shirz. 

Thus in the mouth of two Witneſſes, every Truth is eſta» 
bliſh*d : So then having proved both by the Apoſtle and Pror 
phets, that the manner Man was created in reſpect of his hair ; 
and that the Sons of Adam in all Ages were to wear their 
hair ſo, is according to the word of the Lord polled or ſ1orn, 
25 iS manifeſt by the written word of God , when the _ | 
Calicd 
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called his People out of Exypr, and out of . Babylon, and now 
ſince the coming of Chriſt in the Fleſh, zl] thar were called 
to become Members of the true Church of God , were to re- 
form their heir, according to the word peed or horn; that 
ſo Inthis thing they might be clearſed from the Klthineſs of , (1,6 


the Fleſh, according to the Moral Law. Now if there be any 
other Rule revealed, for Chriſtians ro cut and wear their 
hair in theſe laſt days of the Goſpel, let it be made manifeſt 
by ſuch as do deny that their hair is not to be reformed by 
the Word of the Lord , polled or ſhorn : But thzt it is fo 
to be reformed, is clear, cle the Apoſtle would not have ſer 
Mans ſhort hair by the word Shorn, in oppoſition to Womans 
long hair, intheſe words : If tbe woman be not covered, bt hor 
alſo be ſhorn : For who doth the Apoſtle mean by the word 
Alſo be ſhorn, but that as Man 1s to wear his hair ſhorn ; ſo 
that heuſeth the word Shorr, by way of reproot to Woman 
for wearing her hair uncover'd ; and therefore ſaith the A- 
poſtle, If the woman be not covered, let her alſs be ſhorr, as 
Man was created, or ſhaven; as were the Vazarites; but if it 
be a ſhame for a woman to be ſhaven or ſhorn, let her be covered : 
For if the woman be not covered , it 1s all one as if ſhe were 
ſhaven. 

Foraſmuch then as all Sin 1s the breach of Gods Order, 
either in things Spiritual or Natural ; and hereupon is that 
Royal Law divided into two Tables, that maketh Sin appear 
tobeSin : The firſt tro make manifeſt , when in Worſhip any 
thing be done contrary to the firſt Table of Gods Law, it is 
ſin in matter or form 3 or any act or thing be done in Nature, 
contrary to the ſecond Table of Gods Law, It is fin ; ſo then 
as concerning things Natural, whatſoever Man or Woman is 
forbidden to wear,to wit,that which God hath given to woman 
as her natural covering,Man-is forbid to covet or deſire; even 
ſoby the ſame Law, whatſoever Woman is forbidden to wear 
that pertains to Man, that ſhe ovght not to deſire or covet: Bur 
Woman is forbidden to wear ſhort hair, becauſe it pertaineth 
to Man; therefore that Woman that coveteth or defireth to 
wear her hair polled or ſhorn like unto Man, liveth in the 
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breach of the Tenth Commandment, Thou ſhalt not cover 5, 18S p10 
enilty of the ſin of Covetouſneſs, in deſiring that thing that 1, 


even Nature it {elf teacheth, isa ſhame to her Nature to weer;

ſo that it is not only a fiaagainft God, but a diihonour to her 
2ad, namely ber HusShand ; even ſo that Man who defireth 
or coveteth to wear his lockslong , contrary to the Word of 
the Lord polled or ſr577, breaketh Gods Order in Nature, and 
15 Suilty of the breach of the Tenth Commandment,in covering 
his head with the natural fizn of his Wites ſubjection to him, 
which Is a ſin ag*inſt God, indiſhonouring Chriſt his head, in 
ceſpiſing the Image of God, in which he is created head of the 
Woman ; and faith alio, that he 1s not the glory of God ; 
becauſe he, by wearing long hair, the ſign of Womans ſvbje-

her head, but equal in power with her Husband ; and this 1s

| bicauſe be is the image and glory of God - So then it is clear, 
that that Man that weareth long hair, the ſign of Womans 
{ubjeCtion to Man, which is given to Woman to teach her ſhe 
Is the glory of Man her Husband, faith, he is ncither the 1- 
mage nor glory of Gcd : Even ſo that Woman that either cut- 
teth her hair ſhort, polled, or ſhorn, with its ends hanging out 
ſhort by the ears, and ſo ſtand ſtaring out on her forehead, ſaith 
the isnot the glory of the Man;or wearcth ker hair uucover'd, 
faith ſhe is not the glory of the Manas aforeſaid : Now is this 
pratticea light thing in Chriſtians, let the prudent judge. 
Moreover, what a higher degree ofthe breach of Gods Qr- 
der in Nature.is it fit for Man to wear the very hair of Women, 
Womens natural covering, Womans glory, the very natural 
badge and fign of Womans ſubjeCtion ro Man ? Is not this a 
1in of a high nature, in charging the natural uſe into that 
which is againſt Nature ? And what is it that defileth Man 
bur ſin ? By it therefore perſons are unclean, ſo unfit to teach 
or partake of the holy thing of the Lord in his Church : ſce- 
ing then that it was not lawful for Gods People of old to 
ſuffer their locks to grow long, much more unlawful to wear 
the long hair of Women, Womans garment, or Womans na-

ing thecarryi 1g of the Ark,theLe: #res were appointed to carry 
it upon their ſhoulders, bur they muſt uot touch it ;, the Prieſt 
might only touch it : Bur this Order was not obſerv'd when 
they carried the Arkin a Cart with Oxen: A Levire drove 
the Cart ; when the Oxen ſtumbled, the Zevire put forth 
his hand, out of a good iatent to ſtay the Ark from falling, 
for which he was ſtruck dead : And. hereupon King Davia 
with /ſracl l:mented, ſaying, The Lord our God made 4 breach 
upon us, for thit we ſought him not after the due ord:r : And 
was not the breach of Gods Order, one of the ryuines of the 
Primitive Church ? ſo how like is this day to that time, as the 
Apoſtle Fude hath ſhewed the manner of the Apoſtacy how 


. It began, even while the Apoſties were living ; to wit, firit 


how few they were that contended for the Faith once given to 
the Saints, the Faith of Gods Elect; ſo that Men ſpake evil 
ofthe true Doctrineof Faith, as it was the Faith of Jeſus; ſo 
Chriſt was deny'd in the works of Faith, and was in name by 
many only profeſt, as ?tis written concerning ſuch, Bur rheſe 
ſpeakcevil of thoſe things which they know not ; to wit, the Do- 
Crine of Faith, Lut what they knownaturally as bruic Beaſts, 
in thoſe things they corrupt themſelves; ſo that they were 
under this, Wo unto ther, for they have gone inthe way of Cain ; 
to wit, in Self-righteouſneſs, expected to be accepred for the 
work done ; and theſe ſaith Faze, ran greedily after the Ex- 
rour of Balaam for their Rewards ; ſo that worldly gain was 
their Religion, or the chief end why they profeſt Chriſt in

Having theſe Promiſes, faith the Apoſtle to the 
Corinthians, whom he reproved for being degenerated , in 
that they did among other things , walk in the ſhame to Na- 
ture, puts them in mind of their firſt ſtate, when eſpouſed to 
Chriſt, as 1/rael was of old , as it is written to 1ſrael, J] re- 
member #hee, the kanane(s of thy youtn, the love of thy Eſpouſal ; 
when thou wenteſt after me in the wilderneſs , Iſrael was holineſs 
tothe Lord, a holy Nation, a holy Seed, the blefſed of the Lord, 
and their buds with them ; Even ſo Þy the ſame Goſpel: Co- 
venant, the Corintnians and other Churches, were put in mind 
how they were eſpouſed ro their Husband Chriſt ; ſo were 
the Saints by calling « holy Nation, a bly Seed; and herevp- 
on ith the Apoſtle to them, when ihey were defiled in any 
thing, Let us cleanſe our ſelves from all filthineſs of ji:fh and ſpi- 
rit, perfefting holineſs un, the fear of Goa.

8, By this we ſee how the old Egypt, and old Babylon, were T ypes 
in all manner of wickedneſs of the ſpiricual Egypr and Bby- 
lon ;, ſothat long hair hid its originai out of the bottomleſs 
pit, even from Hell ir ſelf ; ſo that in a double reſpect, it was 
charged upon them to be abominable ; firſt,as long hairin Wo- 
men is a ſign of their ſebjeCtion to their Head or Husbands ſo 
long hair in the SubjeXts of Antichriſt, proved them the Sub=- 
jects of the Man of Sin. 2: As the Man of Sin,together with all 
his Members, make one Body ; ſo the Member of the Bzaſts, as 
the Member of a Man, they were ſo deformed by, and in all 
diſorder in Nature, as alſo in Worſhip, that they were like ro 
Men-monſters, having faces as the faces of Men , and hair as 
the hair of Women ; and that the Nation were over ſpread 
with this unnatural guiſe, until the time of King Henry the 
Firſt of this Nation, as ſhall anon appear.

ken of in that Book of Revelation, arc juſtified by the Spirit of R-v. 14. 5. 
God, to be without ſault before the Throne of God; fo 

that if they had been guilty, either of errour in Faith, or the 

breach of Gods Order in Worſhip, or in Nature, they would 

not have been proclaimed Juſt; for the Spiric of God, the , c,, , 
faichful and true Witneſs that cannot Iye, 13 not Yea and 13.

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.&f Goa. By all which we ſee, that not ſo much as the Order 


of God inthis one point in Nature, was broken by the ſuffe- 
ring Chriſtians for theſe ſixteen hundred yezrs paſt, no not in 
Mens wearing of long hair, the ſhame to Mans Nature : And 
tor-further confirmation hereof , we have the Teſtimony of 
Meg who have, as is judged, fai:hfully colle&ed the Truth, in 
what they believed and maintained to their Deaths ; but alſo 
have drawn the form of the ſuffering Chriſtians , as they wear 
their hair, when they fuffered death. Now then let the im= 
partial eye ſee the form or effigies of the ſuffering Chriſtians, 
in the Book of Martyrs, and elſewhere ; and then judge 


whether they do believe when the Chriſtians wereliving, any 


could have made their hair to ſerve for a covering of their 
eyes, by drawing it forward , much leſs the face and all : So 
that long hair is not the ſpots of the Lords People in the A- 
ges paſt, but the ſpots of the Apoſtate Chriſtians , as *cis 
ſhewed before: Neither is it the fpots of the Lords People, 
now if they keep themſelves in their garments or coverirg, 
on their head unſpotted from the fleſh; then could it not of 
them be ſaid, that they have faces of men, and bair as 
the hair of wemen ; that is, ſo long hair, that by drawing it 
forward, it could be made to ſerve to perform the end in 
the ſign, for which God in Creation, and ſo in Nature, gave 
Woman long hair for ; namely, for a covering to cover the 
eyes, as aforcſaid : So then we ſee as long hair is a ſign in 
Nature of Womans fubjeftion to Man, which the Apoſtate 
Chriſtians were not only polluted withal, but alſo from the 
end in the ſign, as by a borrowed ſpeech, they were charged 
to be the ſubjeR of the Man of Sin, Apolion their head , ha- 
wing faces of men, and hair as the hair of women. 

And will not the Chriſtian Churches in this day conſider 
theſe things, that long hair in Men is a ſign of tubjection to 
the Man of Sin ; and therefore is ſo inſufferable a thing to 
be worn by Men in the Churches of God : And where doth 
the fault chiefly lie, that this diſorder is ſuffered, that Chriſt 
is therein diſhonoured in the Churches in this day, even at 
the Miniſters door , becauſe they ſhun to declare all the 
Counſel of God, to warn the People concerning this Sin: For 
to what enddid the Lord give the Law to J/raet when they 
came out of Pzyp: ? and ſtill *cis written for Our _—_ and

Admonition, on whom theends of the World-is come : That ,,,,, ..
